Another curious feature of the affair is that 
the lawyers in question consider it a possi- 
bility that the peeress may decide to return 
the necklace, and negotiations are afoot to 
give her an opportunity of doing so without 
forcing her to recognize that she has been 
guilty of theft.

| PORTUGAL FEARS 
ROYALIST ARMY 


‘Men of Madeira Reported to 
Have Joined Force Com- 
ing from Spain. 


Priests and Republicans Clash 
‘and Troops Are Needed to 
Quell Trouble. 


LISBON, July 16 [via the frontier].—It is 
reported that 2.000 men from the island of 
Madeira, where all are ardent monarchists, 
have joined the Portuguese royalists in Spain 
near the border and are awaiting a large con- 
signment of arms and ammunition from 
Belgium to replace those seized recently. 

The Diaro Popolar says the religious ques- 
tion continues to be the cause of rioting and 
disorders throughout the country. Yester- 
day at Povoa de Lianho£o a religious pro- 
cession ended in violent collisions between 
Catholics and republicans. Priests joined 
in the fray. dealing !usty blows right and left. 
Troops finally intervened and restored order,

BELGIUM FEARS TREATY 
WILL LESSEN ITS POWER. 
Right to Block Rivers in Case df War 


Granted to Holland—Germany’s Rail 
Advance Protested.,

BRUSSELS, July 16.—The sensation in po- 
litical circles is the report that the Dutch 
claims to the right to block the Scheldt and 
Antwerp in case of war rest upon the treaty 
concluded some time ago by the Belgian 
foreign secretary, Favereau, which relin- 
quished, in favor of Holland, the right to 
watch over the Scheldt and the conditions 
of the rivers in time of war. 

The government probably will be ques- 
tioned regarding this and also with relation 
to the ‘projected new railway connections 
with Germany and Belgium.

TO BE IN SECRET? 


Empire Company Said to 
Want Examination by State 
Board This Week. 


Before Mayoralty Campaign Sup- 
posed Public Hearing Was 
Held Behind Closed Doors. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

[Late Deputy Commissioner of Public Works.] 
~ The state voting machine commission will 
be asked to examine the Empire voting de- 
vice within a few days, according to a rumor 
im circulation yesterday. The promulgators 
eof the report say that the Empire company 
wants the test tomorrow afternoon or 
Wednesday morning, but upon the place and 
time they bad no information. 

As soon as the machine is approved by the 
etate examiners, the Empire company will 
be ready to close up its promised contract 
with the Chicago election commissioners 
for 1,000 devices at a total cost of $942,500. 

{it hes been known for ten days that the 
Wmpire factory in New York has been work- 
tigg for scme time on a nine party, seventy 
key machine. That is admitted by Harry 
Barr, local gales agent of the company, but 
when K will be completed or whether it has 
been completed he declines to say. That 
is a device of the size required in Chicago. 

Judging from past performances, the Em- 
pire company is not averse to getting a cer- 
tificate from the state board while no one is 
looking. Indeed, it has heretofore preferred 
to have examinations of its machines in 

-* Public Test? No, Is Reply. 
Last spring the election commissioners de- 
cided to use twenty machines of the Empire 
company in the mayoralty election and 
passed a resolution requiring each device to 
be passed upon by the state commission. 
Accordingly the Empire representatives 
made arrangements with the state commis- 
sion for the test. The commission is com- 
posed of Morris Emmerson of Lincoln, Amos 
Miller of Wilisboro, and the secretary of 
state. 

Inquiry was made of Secretary of State 


Rose March 28 last regarding the time and. 


place of holding the examinauon. He wired 
a reply that the test would be in Chicago.on 
the following day. Only Miller and Emmer- 
e0n came to Chicago. They said they ar- 
rived the morning of March 28 and they 
were found about noon at the office of the 
election commissioners. They were asked 
if the examination was to be public and both 
replied: 

“ Absolutely, no.” 

There was only one machine of the Em- 
pire company at the offices of the election 
commissioners. About Zz o'clock in the after- 
goon they went into the room where it was 
yocated and shut the door.
